HELD. 10 BE VOID. 


Theater Managers and Specu- 
lators Are Released from 


Charges by Judge 
Fake’s Opinion. 


COURT URGES NEW LAWS. 


Decides According to Statutes, 
but Points Out Necessity 
for the Public’s 
Protection. 


Theater ticket speculators and theater 
managers charged with violating the city 
ordinance prohibiting speculation in theater 
tickets were discharged yeaterday by Munic- 
ipal Judge Fake on the ground that the or- 
dinance enacted by the city counoll is invalid 
The judge held that, under authority eo far 
delegated by the legislature, the city has 
the power to regulate, but not to prohibit 
such speculation. 

Judge Fake plainly indicated that person- 
ally he believed the extortion practiced on 
the public by brokers and the conniving 
managers ought to be suppressed, but he 
was obliged to find that the situation was not 
covered by the state law. He suggested the 
enactment of legislation enabling municipa) 
authorities to cope with the ticket specu- 
lating nuisance. The anti-epeculation law 
passed by the last legislature will not be- 
come effective till July 1. 


May Go to U. 8. Tribunal. 
Attorney Maclay Hoyne, representing the 
eity, immediately after the decision was ren- 
dered appealed the case to the Appellate 
court through a writ of error, a motion for 
@ new trial having been overruled. Eventu- 
ally it will go to the state Supreme court for 
adjudication, and perhaps farther. It was 
in this connection that Attorney Alfred 8. 
Austrian, one of the counsel for the defense, 
dropped a remark that sounded ominous for 
hopes of such persons as look forward to an 
early riddance of the extortion. 

It stands simply this way,“ said Mr. Aus- 
trian. “If the Supreme court of the state 
or of the United States finds that it is illegal 
to do these things, the defendants will stop. 
But, if it is not illegal, they will go ahead 
ae at present.” 

The United States Supreme court, did you 
say? queried Judge Fake, wonderingly. 

O, yes, indeed; we're prepared to take it 
there, if need be,“ replied Attorneys George 
Trude and Herman Frank, also representing 
the defense, almost in the same breath. 

Mr. Hoyne expressed confidence that higher 
courts will uphold. the ordinance. 

The defendants in the case are Managers 
Harry J. Powers of Powers’ theater, Will 
J. Davis of the IIlinois. R. E. Harnmeyer of 
the Studébaker, Lyman B. Glover of the 
Chicago opera house, Mt H. Singer of the 
La Salle, Herbert C. Duce of the Garrick, ahd 
H. N. Waterfall, Abraham Jacobs, D. H. 
Hunt, Philip J. Altschul, 8. Sussman, and 
Fay Flower, ticket speculators. Powers, 
Duce, Altschul, and Waterfall were selected 
to stand trial, others, it was agreed, to stand 
or fall with the decision. 


Many Decisions Cited in Opinion. 


The opinion was painstaking and volumi- 
nous, covering the ground of all decisions 
touching regulation of the sale of tickets 
to amusements. Coming down to the sit- 
uation in Illinols, Judge Fake said: 

“In this state no power is given by the 
legislature to the city under its charter to 
prohibit or suppress either a broker or place 
of amusement, unless it be that the power 
granted the city to regulate places of amuse~ 
ment and to tax, license, and regulate 
brokers may be construed as giving the city 
the power to prohibit or suppress the same. 

“That a so-called ticket speculator is a 
broker, at least within the contemplation 
of the parties in interest in this case, I think 
is practically conceded. The entitlement of 
article 2, chapter 6 of the revised municipal 
code of Chicago is: Scalping of Theater 
Tickets Prohibited.’ ” 

The section of the law requiring managers 
to mark a diagram showing seats sold was 
held void on the ground that the provision, 
“being unreasonable as affecting the rights 
of property within the contemplation of the 
rights of the citizen under the legislative and 
constitutional enactments, is prohibitive 
rather than regulative. 

Likewise the provision that a ticket is a 
revocable license if bought from a speculator 
for more than the price printed thereon 18 
a prohibition by the city council without 
a delegated power from the ores vo 80 
prohibit, and is therefore void.” 

The provision, the court says, W a 
theater manager to refuse to honor tickets 
gold by speculators is a prohibition rather 
than a regulation,” and the city council “ not 
having the power to prohibit under legisla- 
tive enactments, has acted without its 
power.” 

Can Sell to Speculators. 


Similarly the provision forbidding man- 
agers to sell tickets to speculators and 
epeculators from selling tickets at a prem- 
jum “is without the power of the municipality 
to enforce, legislative authority not having 
been first obtained The court further said 
this section “invades the right of property 
granted every citizen under the constitution, 
and it is, therefore, void.“ 

The penalty he declared void as indicat- 
ing a prohibition, rather than a regulation, 
of the rights of brokers and places of amuse- 
ment under the legislative authority.” 

“That changes in conditions,“ concluded 
Judge Fake, “ require new legislative enact- 
ments for the protection of the public in its 
welfare and contentment is well recognized, 


j as is evidenced by the modern legislation 


as to telephone, telegraph, and other utilities, 
but, until the proper legislative body has 
granted to the municipality the right to pass 
laws to meet each emergency which shall 
arise, the courts must be governed by the 
law which exists.“

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WEATHER MAN GIVES Ir Up. 


Admits He Doesn’t Know What 
Causes Unseasonable Cold. 


HIGH PRESSURE IS REASON. 


What Causes the High Pressure? 
There’s the Rub. 


Washington, D. C., June 3.—[Special.J— 
Uncle Sam's weather experts are up inythe 
air over present climatic conditions. They 
do not know the direct cause of the cold spell 
in April and May, which threatens to con- 
tinue on throughout the summer, but they 
are fully advised as to the immediate provo- 
cation of the temperature that promises to 
put the summer resorts out of business and 
inflict irreparable damage on crops. 
and is due to an abnormal distribution of at- 
mospheric pressure and nothing else. 

“What about the report that the ‘ spell’ 
was caused by the globe being jolted out of 
its course?” one of the weather experts was 
asked today. 

„ Foolish,”’ he replied. 

„How about conditions in the moon and 
other planets? Have they had anything to 
do with it?“ 

„No,“ thundered the expert, one eye tak- 
ing in the barometer nearby and the o.ner 
resting on the lowering clouds. 


Forecaster Is “Flabbergasted.” 

“To tell the truth, young man, we're flab- 
bergasted, clean flabbergasted, and the worst 
of it all is.“ he continued in a voice choked 
with emotion, we are held personally re- 
sponsible by thousands of idiots throughout 
the country.” 

“Some people say that since the Martin- 
ique disaster in 1902 the summers have been 
cool. That's so, isn’t it?“ 

“ Yes, that’s 80,“ snapped the weather man. 

„Did the disturbance at Martinique and 
other like eruptions throughout the world 
put the weather out of joint?” 

Nothing to that theory, was the reply. 
„It was explained long ago. We are hav- 
ing earthquakes, tornadoes, and the like 
every day. They don't affect the weather. 

„Now, I'll tell you the direct cause of the 
abnormal weather of May and April, but 
what’s behind it we don’t know, Nobody 
knows. It’s one of the problems of meteorol- 
ogy that we are now trying to solve. The 
abnormal weather in May and April was 
due, as I said, to the distribution of baromet- 
ric pressure. 


Finds Mystery in Pressures. 

‘‘ During these two months the pressure has 
been unusually high in the northern latitudes 
and unusually low in the southern latitudes. 
The natural result was an abnormal or un- 
equal distribution of pressure, causing an in- 
flow of northern and colder winds from north 
to south. 

Don't ask what caused the high pressure 
in the north, for I don’t know. Weare study- 
ing the distribution of pressure over the en- 
tire hemisphere and when we find out about !t 
everybody will be advised. 

“We're up against it good and hard, and 
when asked to tell all about present condi- 
tions and we reply that we can't do 80.

“I do not believe in the moon or the plan-

Court Sentences Baltimore Young Wom- 
an to Five Years in Jail Following 
Her Pica of Guilty. 


Baltimore, Md., June 3.—[Special. ]—Miss 
Bond, treasurer of the Sunday school of the 
Central Methodist church, was sentenced 
today by Judge Morris of the United States 
court to five years in jail for raising a $10 
bank note to $100.

500 Mothers Want Reading Pres- 
ident Held for Deaths. 


—- TO TEAR UP RAILS 


Tell Coroner That Unless Law Stops 
Accidents They Will. 


Philadelphia, Pa., June 3.—[Special.]—Fifty 
mothers, bearing a petition signed by 500 or 
more, marched down on Coroner Jermon this 
afternoon to demand the arrest of President 
George F. Baer of the Philadelphia and Read- 
ing railway on the charge of contributory 
negligence in the killing of William Johnson 
and his 8 year old son, who were struck by a 
Reading train at the death trap grade 
crossing at Venango street, making a total of 
ten killed in the last year. The women were 
from Rising Sun, one of the old incorporated 
villages of Philadelphia, and their march was 
the result of a series of indignation meetings 
held since the accident took place a week ago. 

They told the coroner that unless he acted 
they would tear up the tracks of the Reading 
railroad. The coroner told the women that 
if they had acted sooner probably the grade 
crossing would have been abolished long ago. 
This did not appease them, and they repeated 
their warning that unless something was done 
by the officials they would take the law into 
their own hands. 


Prosecutor Hunts Evidence. 

As a result of the action of the women, mem- 
bers of the district attorney's staff are at 
work with the coroner’s people to collect evi- 
dence for the inquest tomorrow. 

When the mothers crowded into the coro- 
ner’s office there arose such a babel that 
nearly the entire office force fied. While 
the marchers were determined and angry, 
they had appointed no spokeswoman. F'inal- 
ly Mrs. Emma Buchanan, big, buxom, and 
mad, took the rostrum. Meanwhile four 
more were picked from the crowd to sup- 
port her, and then the balance of the mothers 
subsided. 

It's murder that Baer’s doing up our 
way,” said Mrs. Buchanan. He's ——.” 
Here she choked over some words and the 
coroner took advantage of it to read the peti- 
tion. 

This document is the most curious ever 
recorded at the city hall. It declares that 
each of the petitioners is a mother, that her 
child or children must cross the death 
trap and grade crossing four times daily 
on the way to and from school, and demands 
that President Baer be held for criminal neg- 
ligence in causing the death of Johnson and 
his son.

FORMAL’ PROTEST MADE BY UN- 
 DERLYING en TES. 


New York Attorneys Arrive in Chi- 
eago, but Fail te Divulge Term’ of 
Proposed Reorganisation — Efforts 
Must First Be Made to Conciliate 
the Objecting Interests—Latter De- 
sire That Arbitrators Determine 
the Distribution of Stock.

Protests by the West Division and North 
Chicago City railway companies, the under- 
lying organizations in the present Union 
Traction system, yesterday prevented the 
expected announcement of the plan of re- 
organisation. It will not be made public for 
a week. Everything will be kept back until 
an attempt is made to satisfy the protesting 
interests. 

G. W. Wickersham. and L. c. Krauthoff, 
the New York attorneys who have been work- 
ing on the plan, got to Chicago early yester- 
day morning with the plan in their pockets. 
But it did notcomeout. They were met with 
the protest of the underlying companies, and 
proceeded to. spend the day having as good 
a time as they could and making new ac- 
quaintances. 

Informal Call on Grosscup. 

First they called.on Henry A. Blair, re- 
ceiver for the North and West Chicago Street 
railway companies’ and he took them to 
luncheon at his club. Then the three of them 
visited Judge Grosscup in his chambers, but 
of that call Mr. Wickersham said: It was 
simply a formal one. We went to pay our 
respects. We were not with the judge three 
minutes.“ 

After this General Manager Roach of the 
Union Traction company joined the party and 
the quartet went to the city hall and called 
on Mayor Busse. They were not with him 
long and afterwarde the mayor said: 

“They told me that having nothing else 
to do they wanted to come around and get 
acquainted.”’ 

The protest of the underlying companies 
took the form ot a letter written to Mr. Wick- 
ersham by Attorney E. B. Burling and inclos- 
ing a memorandum directed to Judge Gross- 
cup and Prof. John C..Gray, the arbitrgtors.

The demands of the companies are: 

That assurances be given that the money to 
be raised for the rehabilitation of the prop- 
erties is not promised on the condition that 
the Wickersham-Krauthoff plan is approved. 

That it be definitely settled that the new 
company which is to be formed be friendly 
to all interests and not some special one or 
ones. 

That the plan suggested by Mr. Wicker- 
sham and Mr. Krauthoff be considered sim- 
ply as a suggestion to the arbitrators and the 
latter determine the distribution of new se- 
curities among the various interests. 

That the arbitrators act before the stocks 
needed are deposited and not wait until the 
ordinance has been accepted.

“FLAG DAY” PLANS MADE . 
AT NATIONAL CONVENTION. 


American Association Selects June 14 
for Patriotic Celebration Throughout 
the United States. 


Friday, June 14, will be observed in many 
states as “flag day.“ and in Chicago the 
birthday of the Stars and Stripes will 
be commemorated in the parks, the theaters, 
and clubs, according to the plans of the 
American Flag Day association, which 
closed its first annyal national convention 
last night in Memorial hall in the Public 
Library building. 

Flag drills will be given in the parks by 
the pupils of the public schools. There will 
be patriotic band and orchestra music and 
addresses along patriotic lines by prominent 
Chicagoans. 

The large downtown clubs will be asked 
to hold a short noonday patriotic service 
and in the evening the amusement parks and 
the theaters will be asked to incorporate 
natfonal hymns and patriotic songs in their 
musical programs.

SPRIKE OVER POOR STEAK 


PLANT IS TIED UP WHILE TWO 
UNIONS WRANGLE. 


Trouble Started When Workman Ob- 


jected to Fare at Bearding House’ 


Kept by Shop Steward and Was 
Discharged—-Woodworkers Go Ont 
in Sympathy with “Finicky’’ Com- 
panion — Carpenters Quit Because 
Foreman Is Let Out. 


The fact that there are no rules governing 
“union” boarding houses is deplored by 
Louis Kirmse, proprietor of the Commercial 
Cabinet company, North Halsted and West 
Division streets, who has a strike on his hands 
today because a union woodworking employé 
objected to the quality of beefsteak served 
to him for Sunday dinner. 

Two unions—the carpenter and woodwork- 
ers—are interested in determining the quality 
of the steak. The carpenters struck in sym- 
pathy with the foreman who discharged the 
“fussy "" woodworker and was himself dis- 
charged. The woodworkers struck because 
the foreman was reinstated. The plant is 
practically tied up as a result of the union 
row. 

The woodworker in question, according to 
Anton Johansen, business agent of the union, 
was living at a “union’’ boarding house 
conducted by the “shop steward of the 
Carpenters union. Last Sunday, it is said, 
he was displeased with’the quality of the 
dinner. Steak was served, but it was not 
tender, as usual. The “shop steward,” in 
his capacity of boarding house keeper, in- 
sisted that the steak was first class. 

The controversy resulted in the wood- 
worker's changing boarding houses. Yes- 
terday he lost his place, being discharged by 
the foreman of the plant. 

Mr. Kirmse then was appealed to, and, ig- 
norant of consequences, reinstated the dis- 
charged man, at the same time getting a 
new foreman. The carpenters’ strike fol- 
lowed, fourteen men Walking out. Mr. 
Kirmse, upon reflection, offered to take back 
his old foreman to appease the strikers. 
Thereupon sixteen woodworkers went on 
strike. Now all are refusing to go to work. 

Employés. of the Union Traction. company 
will meet next Thursday night to vote on the 
offer of an Increase in wages made by Presi- 
dent Roach to the union. It was asserted 
by union officials that the company’s prop- 
osition will be rejected, because it provides 
for a reduction in the pay of men on night 


runs.

‘Council Committee Forced to 


e Consideration; 
eee Inereasing. 


TO BE CHANGE IN POLICY. 


Snow Report, Though Not Heard 
Yesterday, Is Probable Basis 
for New Ordinance. 


’ 


Opposition to the franchise extension ordi- 
rance of the Chicago Telephone company 
was successful in calling a temporary halt 


e‘ectric light committee, meeting to take up 
for. final consideration the tentative ordi- 
nance, which now has been printed, found so 
many lively objectors to the pending meas- 
ure that it was forced to postpone further 
consideration until Thursday. 

At that time it is likely that the propost- 
tion will have to be approached from à dif- 
ferent angle. Attorney Levy Mayer, acting 
for the Illinois Manufacturers’ association, 
was the liveliest objector at the committee 
meeting, and succeeded so far that the alder- 
men have decided to give more attention to 
the manufacturers’ proposition. 


Snow Report to Come Later. 

P When this has been thrashed out ft is prob- 
able that Ald. Snow will have his innings and 
that in the end the committee will find itself 
obliged to go to work along another line, 
with the Snow subcommittee report as ‘the 
basis for a new ordinance. 

Mr. Mayer, in protesting against the chilll- 
ness with which the proposal of the manu- 


service has been received, asserted that the 
representatives of the association had not 
had an opportunity to explain their purposes 
to the committee, but had been turned 
down“ by the expert commission. 

He said that the manufacturers were ready 
to stand-by the low schedule of rates carried 
in their proposed ordinance and to put up a 
guarantee of $5,000,000 in cash as a surety 
that they would carry out their plans. 


Objects to a Standing Forfeit. 


Ald. Badenoch explained that the commit- 
tee had no doubt the association would make 
a start in the telephone business, but stated 
his belief that it never would be able to fur- 
nish service at the rates proposed, which had 
been declared impossible by the commission. 
He asked if the manufacturers were willing 
to keep $5,000,000 up as a standing guarantee 
of good service during the life of the grant, 
saying that if such a forfeit should be posted 
the committee would have no objection to 
considering the plans. 

Mr. Mayer objected to the standing forfeit, 
calling attention to the fact that no such con- 
dition is to be imposed on the Chicago Tele- 
phone company. 


Will Alter the Ordinance. 


It was agreed finally that the manufac- 
turers should have time to examine the Chi- 
cago Telephone company's ordinance and to 
take from it such provisions as could be in- 
serted in their own proposed measure. When 
this work has been completed it will be sub- 
mitted to the committee again. 

So much time was consumed by Mr. Mayer 
in his contentions with members of the com- 
mittee that there was no opportunity for 
consideration of the Snow report. It is 
scheduled for consideration later, and there 
is considerable likelihood that some of its 
provisions will be injected into the pending 
ordinance even if the manufacturers’ propo- 
sitions are rejected. 


Flaw in Prepayment System. 

Edwin J. Wright, a South Water street 
commission merchant, as one of the tele- 
phone users interested in the prepayment 
service, has suggested that the pending ordi- 
nance is entirely too liberal to the company 
in the matter of deficiencies on the guarantee 
in the prepaid service. 

Many business houses,“ he said, have 
their dull season for five or six months of the 
year and their busy season the rest of the 
time. The proposed adjustment of the nickel 
phone system on the basis of a two months 
credit would not be of much benefit to the 
person whose box was short half the year and 
contained an excess the other half. Under 
the present system if our box contains three 
or four times the guaranteed amount one 
month the company pockets it. The next 
time there is a deficit we have to make it up. 


Wants Alley Without Pay. 

Something of a wrangle arose at the coun- 
cil meeting last night over the report of the 
compensation committee asking for $17,500 
for the vacation of the alley back of the 
building of the Chicago Telephone company 
at Washington and Franklin streets. The 
company wants to use the alley but is not 
willing ‘to pay for it, and an opinion from 
the corporation counsel’s office was that 
the title to the alley was in so much dispute 
it was doubtful if the city had the right to 
charge anything. 

Chairman Snow of the compensation com- 
mittee said, however, it was the opinion of 
the committee if the telephone company got 
the land it should pay for it, and on the sug- 
gestion that the council did not have to pass 
the vacation ordinance it it did not want to, 
the entire matter was sent back to the com- 
naittee on streets and alleys south. 


Preacher Gets Letters to Ireland. 
The Chicago presbytery yesterday dissolved pas- 
toral relations between the Rev. William J. Mo- 
Caughan and the Third Presbyterian church, and 
granted him letters of dismissal to the presbytery 
of Belfast, Ireland, where he will become pastor of 
the May Street church. Resolutions expressing re- 


gret at his leaving Chicago were adopted.

CHORCH DANGES SHUT OFF 


VESTRYMEN FORBID USEOF GUILD- 
BROOM FOR QUADREILLES. 


Rector Thaddeus A. 
Chrysostom’s, Whose Resiguation 
Will Take Effect July 1, Causes 
Surprise by Saying He Kuew of the 
Festivity of Young Men’s Club and 
Approved it—Matter Is Discussed 
at Meeting Behind Closed Doors.

As a result of a special meeting of the ves- 
arymen of St. Chrysostom’s Episcopal church 
the young men's club of the parish will hold 
no more dances in the church guildroom. 

The meeting, which was closed to outsiders, 
was held at the church last evening to in- 
vestigate a report that dances lasting far 
into the night had been held in the church 
building with the connivance of the sexton, 
who is gaid to be also, on occasions, a dancing 
master, but without the knowledge or per- 
mission of the church authorities, 

The particular festivity which aroused the 
ire of the vestrymen took place last Wednes- 
day evening and continued, according to the 
report, until 1 o’clock Thursday morning. 

When the vestrymen got down to the busi- 
ness of investigation a peculiar situation de- 
veloped. The Rev. Thaddeus A. Snively,. the 
rector, whose resignation will take effect 
on July 1, attended the meeting and told the 
vestrymen that not only is the report which 
they are investigating true but that he him- 
self had approved the dances and attended 
several of the affairs, which he said were of 
frequent occurrence, 


Dances Are Ordered Stopped. 

Inasmuch as the majority of the vestrymen 
had expressed themselves freely as opposed 
to the holding of the dances— if it should 
prove that the report is correct ’’—this made 
things a bit awkward. The vestrymen were 
unwilling to discuss the details of the meet- 
ing, but one of them admitted that the board 
repeated its objections to the dances with 
great firmness and told Dr. Snively that they 
must be stopped. 

We took no formal action, said Dr. J. 
H. Chew, senior warden of the church. We 
found simply that the young men's club of 
the church—an organization of young fel- 
lows in the parish whom we are trying to 
help—had been holding dances with more or 
less frequently in the guildroom in the bage- 
ment. We were told they broke up at 11 
or 11:80 o’clock, and rarely have been held 
later. 

„That's really about all. The dances? 
Well, yes, they will-be stopped. Dr. Snively 
was present and told us he had attended 
some of the dances, but—er—as I told you, 
we took no formal action. Dr. Snively made 
no recommendation, one way or the other. 
No, we didn’t ask him to.” 


Sexton Is Club’s President. 

II. Hurlock, the church sexton, is also presi- 
dent of the young men's club. The club holds 
ite meetings Tuesday. evenings and of late 
has established the dances as a regular 
feature of its activities. A fee of 25 cents has 
been charged and invitations have been sent 
to about 150 persons. 

Rector Snively resigned recently, giving as 
the reasons for his action his belief that the 
church members were becoming too much 
interested in worldly affairs and that young 
blood was needed to bring them back to the 
fold.

NEAR DEATH IN BASCULE 


MAN FALLS INTO “HEEL PIT”; RES- 
CUED WITH DIFFICULTY. 


Harry Lockardt, a Bookkeeper, Meets 
| with Accident on State Street 

Bridge — Narrowly Hacapes Being 
Crushed or Drowned— Mishap Is 
Similar to One Which Occurred a 
Year Ago at the Same Piace—Is 
Taken to. County Hospital. 


The dead possibilities of the bascule bridge 
were illustrated again last evening when A 
man fell into the “ heel pit ot the State 
street bastule. After spending more than 
half an hour in terror of being crushed to 
death he was rescued. A similar accident 
occurred a year ago at the same bridge, and 
before that the mangled body of a man was 
taken from the pit of the Randolph street 
bridge.

After being 
rescued he was taken to the county hospital. 
Wad the bridge closed when Lockardt was in 
the pit he would have been crushed to death 
or drowned. 


Puzzle for the Bridgetender. 

How he fell into the pit is what Bridge- 
tender W. R. Hale, 27 Pearson street, is 
endeavoring to ascertain. One witness said 
Lockardt walked on the bridge as it was 
rising and fell through a crevice, while 
others said he walked down a stairway lead- 
ing from the bridge and in the darkness be- 
neath it either fell or walked into the pit, 
which is thirty-five feet deep. 

The bridge had been raised to allow the 
steamer Chemung to go up the river while 
the steamer Mohawk went’ down, and 
Bridgetender Hale was about to lower the 
south half of the bridge when he was told 
a man was in the pit calling for help. 


Found Clinging to Air Pipe. 

W. F. Robertson, Frank Koza, and Frank 
Blicack, employed by a paving contractor 
and working on the bridge, went beneath the 
structure with Hale. With the aid of a lan- 
tern they saw Lockardt clinging to a com- 
pressed air pipe near the bottom of the “ heel 
pit,“ where the water is more than six feet 
deep. 

Hale lowered a lifeline to Lockhanit, who 
caught it and was lifted about ten feet. 
Weakened by the cold water, he lost his 
grasp and again fell into the pit. Sergeant 
Mahoney of the Central detail arrived in the 
meantime, and he lowered the rope and told 
Lockardt to wind it around his arms and 
cling to it. 

Lockardt followed Sergeant Mahoney’s in- 
struction, and Frank Scott, a private watch- 
man, 6004 Dearborn street; Bridgetender 
Hale, Niece, Blicack, Koza, Robertson, and 
Policemen Helberg and Doherty raised him 
to within a few feet of the abutment of the 
bridge. ‘There he was held suspended while 
the bridge was lowered so the rescuers would 
not fall into the river.

WANTS TRUTH KNOWN.

Sheriff Strassheim sent a request to Presi-

RICH MAN KILLED IN AUTO 


HARRY HAMLIN OF BUFFALO 
MEETS DEATH IN SMASHUP. 


Runs Into Light Wagon, Is Pitched 
Head Foremost On to Trolley 
Tracks, and Neck Is Broken—Dense 
Clodd of Dust Blinded the Chauffeur 
—Son of Cicero J. Hamlin, Famous 
Breeder of Faat Trotting Horses. 


Buffalo, N. Y., June 3.—Harry Hamlin, one 
of the best known and wealthiest citizens of 
Buffalo, was killed in an automobile accident 
on the iliamsville road a mile north of 
the city line late this afternoon. Mr. Ham- 
Un's automobile collided with a light wagon 
driven by Jacob Schaller, a retired butcher 
of Buffalo. 

Hamlin was hurled to the roadside and in- 
stantly killed. Schaller was badly hurt, but 
will recover. John Heckel, a 12 year old 
boy, who was in Schaller’s rig, was fatally 
injured. Both his legs were broken and his 
skull fractured. 


Accident Caused 17 Dust. 

In the automobile with Mr. Hamlin were 
Anthony Gavin, a member of the Buffalo 
police force, and two of Hamlin’s employés, 
one of them acting as chauffeur. Opposite 
the country club twè automobiles going in the 
same direction passed the Hamlin party. The 
road was covered with a heavy coating of 
dust and the two rapidly moving machines 
left a dense cloud in their trail. Schaller and 
the boy were driving toward Buffalo and 
the automobiles were going in the opposite 
direction. 

The first two machines passed them well to 
the right. Schaller was peering ahead 
through the dust when Mamlin’s machine 
flashed directly in front of him. There was 
no time to turn out. The automobile struck 
the horse, tearing off its front legs and car- 
rying the wreckage of the wagon 200 feet 
duwn the road, Schaller was tossed to one 
side, but the boy was jammed into the 
wreckage of the rig and the front of tne 


auto. 
Lands Head Foremost. 

Mr. Hamlin, who was on the front seat, 
with the chauffeur, was thrown over the 
ditch and on to the trolley tracks, which 
parallel the roadway. He landed head fore- 
most on the rails. His neck was broken. The 
chauffeur and Gavin escaped with slight in- 
juries. , 

Mr. Hamlin was 50 years old and lived at 
1014 Delaware avenue. He was a son of 
the late Cicero J. Hamlin, famous as a 
breeder of trotting horses. He is survived by 
a widow and one son. Chauncey J. Hamlin. 


COLLEGE THEATER PURPOSE 
TOLD BY BISHOP MULDOON. 


Prelate Says Church Discovered the 
Drama and That It Now Must Come 
to Its Rescue. 


Dedicatory services were held at the Col- 
lege theater, Sheffield avenue and Webster 
street, last night. Bishop P. J. Muldoon was 
the principal speaker.

Father F. V. Byrne, president of the col- 
lege, opened the dedicatory services, giving 
credit to various persons who aided in the 
work, ad introduced Judge Marcus A. Kava- 
nagh, who presided. Corporation Counsel 
Edward J. Brundage spoke in behalf of 
Mayor Busse, who was unable to be pres- 
ent, and congratulated Roman Catholics of 
Chicago on the attractive edifice they have 
erected for a theater. 

To many it may seem strange, said Bish- 
op Muldoon in his address, that the church 
should lend itself to the theater. Yet, after 
all, there is nothing strange in it, for by 
rights the theater belongs to the church. 
It was the church, with its mystery plays, 
that discovered the theater, and it must be 
the chuich that will rescue the theater. 

After the pulpit, there is no such influ- 
ence for good in the world as the theater 
when it seeks to do good. In these days 
there is so much on the secular stage that 
tells of breaking all God's laws and of marital 
infidelity that it is high time some leaven go 
forth.”

The 
guards do not sell or give away such articles, 
but all sorts of schemes are devised by friends 
of prisoners to get such things in to them. 


Whisky in Loaves of Bread. 


We have discovered bottles of whisky in 
loaves of bread and have found men trying 
to get whisky to prisoners through a tube 
placed in the neck 6f small bottles. Guards 
are detailed on every floor of the jail to pre- 
vent just such occurrences and every article 
of food sent to the prisoners by their friends 
is examined carefully by a guard who is as- 
signed to that duty. We have a system of 
watching all persons who call at the jail and 
this system is the best in the laad, but in 
spite of our efforts there are times when 
friends of prisoners succeed in deceiving the 
guards.“ 

Sheriff Strassheim held a conference with 
Jailer Langeloh in regard to the reports 
that drugs had been smuggled into the jail. 
The sheriff and jailer were together more 
than an hour, but both officials declared they 
had been unable to find any evidence that 
opium, cocaine, or other drugs had been 
smuggled into the jail.

The so-called Juul law, 
which this bill repeals, fixes a limitation upon 
the aggregate of certain tax rates which 
ean be imposed in any given taxing district of 
this state. The Chicago charter increases 
this limitation as to the city of Chicago, but

Persons who supply tobacco to anyone under 
the specified age are liable toa heavy penalty. 

Another provision of the ac is aimed at 
adulterations, as it provides a penalty of $100 
or jail imprisonment for thirty days for any- 
one who manufactures, sells, or gives awav 
cigarets containing any substance deleterious 
to health, other than tobacco. 


Bank Bill Is Approved. 
Bankers and the public are much interested 
in the Austin bill which was approved by Gov. 
Deneen today. This measure revises the II- 
Anolis banking law. subject to a referendum 
vote of the people, as provided by the state 
constitution, 

By its terms the measure aims to safeguard 
both depositors and bankers. ‘‘Dummy direct- 
ors” are hit in a section which requires that 
each director shall own at least ten shares of 
stock in the inetitution. Thestate auditor is 
given vastly increased power over banks in 
that he is entitled to withhold license from ap- 
plicants when not satisfied as to their charac- 
ter or motives.. He is also given the power of 
summary possession of banks under suspicion, 
pending an application for a receivership, 

Another prohibited practice is the loaning 
of money to the officials or employés of a 
dank. Such a loan may be made, however. 
upon approval of the board of directors, but 

a loan to one person, firm, or corporation 1s 
Mmited to ten per cent of the capital and un- 
impaired surplus, as in the case of national 
banks. 

Many Bills Signed by Governor. 

Other bills signed by Gov. Deneen are as 
follows: 

Sollitt’s bill establishing a state department 
of factory inspection. This bill was designed 
by State Factory Inspector Davies and gives 
that official increased jurisdiction over labor 
conditions in the state. 

Protecting bridge and structural iron work- 
ers in factories by requiring safe guarding of 
floors, ecaffolding, belting, and like. 

Requiring strict ventilation, draining, and 
other sanitary precautions in buildings and 
rooms used in the manufacture of butterine 
and ice cream. 

Permitting employés of the public libraries 
of the city of Chicago to become annuitants 
under the library pension fund after five 
years’ service. 

Bill prepared by state practice commission 
revising the practice and procedureact. Re- 
vising Chicago municipal courts act.

And at this rate, 
since he did not consume the entire minute 
with the eleven shots, Davidson has been 
credited with 12.96 hits in a minute, figuring

Until t was broken by Gunner Davidson, 
Dngland held the six inch rapid fire record, 
one of the seamen of the royal navy having 
succeeded in placing eleven corsecutive shots 
in the standard target within an even sixty 
seconds.

Old Position on Amendment. 


In regard to the limitation of armaments 
Russia maintains the positions laid down in 
its note of March 16, 1905, and with Austria 
and 8 frankly opposed to any dis- 
cussion of subject, which it still feels 
can lead to no useful result. In drawing 
up its program and éliminating this and other 
questions from the discussion, Russia’s high- 
est diplomatic officials maintain that they 
were guided principally by the desire to omit 
all subjects which might lead to acute dis- 
agreements and introduce into a conference 
whose aim is peace a bitter struggle of a 
political nature. 

From this point of view they regret deeply 
the international difficulties raised by an in- 
sistence on a discussion to which three of the 
leading continental powers are unqualifiedly 
opposed and which threatens completely to 
change the character which the conference 
should bear.. Negotiations towards a modus 
vivendi are still in progress, however, and 
the Russ authorities have not abandoned 
hope of an eleventh hour agreement. 

Russia also regards it as highly desirable 
that the questions of maritime war and the 
rights and obligations of neutrals, now 30 
important after the Russo-Japanese war, 
should be systematized. The Russian pro- 
gram provides for the discussion of the prin- 
cipal problems which arose during the recent 
war. Russia is anxious that the marine pow- 
ers par excellence should participate heartily 
and with good will in this labor and that 
Ingland and Japan should not persist in their 
attitude of reserve toward the discussion.

They have learned by experi- 
ence that it is sometimes possible to re- 
claim those who are called the dregs of 
humanity by a kind word or by some 
reminiscence of days of innocence and 
purity. Such workers are uncontaminated 
by the pollution all about them because 
of the earnestness of their purpose. 

Sociological workers often go over the 
same ground from an entirely different 
reason. They understand the problem to 
be one of humanity everywhere, They 
recognize that certain conditions exist 
which are far from ideal. These condi- 
tions must be thoroughly understood in 
order that intelligent action may be taken 
in the direction of remedy or restraint. 
If hearsay evidence alone is used or the 
imagination is drawn upon for the foun- 
dations for argument the results of such 
study are valueless. It is possible that 
there are people so devoted to the desire 
to uplift the race that they can pass un- 
harmed through the worst scenes of vice. 
But the monster of hateful mien has a 
peculiar power of paralyzing sensibilities 
which makes study of such problems of 
life extremely hazardous except for the 
strongest characters, 

There is a third class of people who 
make up slumming parties for whom 
there is no excuse. They are influenced 
by what is well counted vulgar curiosity. 
They “go down the line” to see what 
they can see. They have a morbid desire 
to find out how the underworld lives. 
Many men think that such an experience 
will not hurt them. Many -women think 
that if they go with, others on such a 
sightseeing excursion it will not hurt 
them. This practice has grown to such 
dimensions that the police officer in 
charge of the “red light district” pro- 
tests against these slumming parties of 
supposedly ‘respectable people. | 

Every Saturday night groups of men 
and women go from one resort to another 
intent upon seeing the sights, They are 
well dressed and apparently respectable. 
It is hard to understand how any pure 
minded man would take a pure minded 
woman into places of a _ disreputable 
character. To blush at home when vice 
is mentioned and to see it in actual prac- 
tice do mot go well together. There is no 
excuse for such curiosity about the dens 
of sin. 

There are enough people who must be 
brought into contact with the evil of the 
world without needlessly increasing the 
number.

Scientific Methods Only Recent. 

In the past the agriculture of the United 
States has been carried on in spite of un- 
scientific methods. One crop farming has 
been the rule. The grasses and leguminous 


| forage crops have been neglected. Domestic 


animals have not sufficiently entered into 
farm economy and many dairy cows have 
been kept at a loss. The fertilizers made on 
the farm have been regarded as a nuisance 
in some sections. There has been waste and 
misapplication of these fertilizers by many 
farmers. 

It is true the poverty of many farmers 
has prevented them from working their 
farms according to scientific principles even 
if they possesse@ the knowledge. As 3 
result the production-per acre has been low, 
but t has not made much difference in 
view of the fact that it has kept pace with 
the demand. With the increase in popula- 
tion and greater consumption of American 
farm products by foreign nations the need 
of more scientific farming has shown itself, 
and farmers are taking steps to meet new 
conditions. . 

Secretary Wilson is confident that within 
less than a generation half as much again 
wheat may be had from an acre. He says 
it is only a question of knowledge, of edu- 
cation, of the cultural system, and of farm 
management, all of which learning is and will 
be at the service of the farmer as he needs 
it. 


— 
Larger Field of Usefulness. 

The president now has another and as he 
says larger field of usefulness for the de- 
partment of agriculture, and that is to assist 
in bringing about the best kind of life on the 
farm for the sake of producing the best kind 
of men. 

To study and properly treat the problems 
of farm life alike from a social and economic 
standpoint he proposes, among other things, 
closer coéperation between federal and state 
departments of agriculture. This can be 
done without additional legislation, and 
under the instructions of the president it 
will be done by Secretary Wilson. The effort 
will de to guide and give impetus to the 
movement which has already begun. 

There is no doubt the standard of living 
among farmers ig steadily rising. The 
farmer today is a traveler. He has a tele- 
phone, his daily mail, and his newspaper. 
The president Wants the life of the farm 
family to be made less solitary, fuller of 
opportunity, freer from drudgery. more com- 
fortable, happier, and more attractive. In 
the view of! Secretary Wilson, the economic 
gowth of agriculture has added to it new 
dignity, and there is less desire than was 
formerly the case to seek the social diver- 
sions of the city. 


— 
Wants General Uplift. 

The president wants to go a step farther and 
to develop a high social organization which 
shall include such advantages as ease of com- 
munication, better educational facilities, in- 


tunities for social and intellectuak life and 
intercourse of special value to young people 
and to women, which are as yet chiefly to 
be had in centers of population. He alse. 
wants coUperation between farmers. 

H. H. Rogers in an interview from Paris 
published this morning saw an inconsistency 
in the president’s advice to farmers to com- 
bine and in his efforts to break up corporate 
combinations. It is pointed out here, how- 
ever, that the president advocated combina- 
tion not for the purpose of violating the law 
but as the most efficient means of protecting 
the farming industry from the predatory op- 
érations of highly organized interests in some 
of —— Mr. Rogers doubtiess has a financial 
stake. 

In connection with the cotperation of the 
fedcral and state governments, attention is 
called to the fact that congress has enabled 
action of this character through its passage 
of a bill providing that each state and ter- 
ritory shall annually receive from the na- 
tional treasury a grant of money to extend 
and strengthen the experimental work of the 
agricultural stations.

worst cesspools God hag ever allowed to 
exist.” He said he was on his way to.Wash- 
ington to tell President t Just what 
he had seen and to know the reason why if 
he was not allowed to talk to him. 

Mr. Ferguson aroused his hearers by his 
description of white slave as he said 
itt existed on the isthmus. Men and women 
wept openly. as he described interviews with 
young women he said were held in bondage 
in disreputable resorts on property owned by 
the United States and operated under the 
patronage of government officials. 


Says Congressman Was Drunk. 

Mr. Ferguson inetsted President Roosevelt, 
Secretary Taft, and the recent delegation 
of congressmen that visited Panama were 
well aware of.the situation. Healso charged 
that a member of the congressional delega- 
tion had been ejected from the Tivoli hotel 
in Panama for drunkennegs. 

“I’m not telling his name now, but I will at 
the proper time,” shouted Mr. Ferguson. 

Mr. Ferguson said moral conditions on the 
isthinus were no worse than the saloon evils. 
He said he estimated the a of bars in 
Panama at 300, and that v. Magoon told 
him there were 600 in Colon. ‘These, he ad- 
mitted, were outside the canal sone, but he 
aseerted they were in such places that they 
were easy of access to government employes. 
He furthermore said there was a saloon for 
every mile post inside the zone. 

Mr. Ferguson took a warm fling at Y. M. C. 
A. workers and missionaries in the employ of 
the government in Panama. 


“No T. M. C. A. in Panama.” 

There is no T. M. C. A. in Panama.“ he as- 
serted. The government is building some 
clubhouses down there Which will have dance 
halls and cardraoms in connection—they may 
even have saloons for all he knows—and a 
little T. M. C. A. secretary will de expected 
to sit over in. one corner and generally direct 
things. 

“ As for the missionaries, there are only 
two good ones down there. One is a Presby- 
terian minister named Fletcher, and the other 
is an Englishwoman. All the rest are paid 
by-the government.“ 

Mr. Ferguson said his charges had been de- 
nied by Jackson Smith, head of the. bureau 
of labor and quarters in the canal zone, and 
he ,intimgted he. expected joining what he 
termed the Ananias club,”’ at the hands of 
other ‘officials.

Thinks e Almost as Bad. 

Mayor Busse’s action on Sunday closing 
and White slave“ exposures in Chicago 
came in for denunciation from Mr. Ferguson. 

“There is'one thing President Roosevelt 
Will, say to me.that will make me stand 
abashed,” he said. “If he says, Why, I am 
giving them the kind of government. they 
have at home, I practically will have to ad- 
mit it.

Mr. Ferguson held President Roosevelt per- 
sonally responsible, he said, because the laws 
read that way.

I went to the Randolph street station to take 
a train for Wilson avenue. I allowed one 
local to pass and then, finding there wae to 
be no express on the Wileon avenue line, 
took a Ravenswood train—all are expresses 
on that branch—with the hope that by trans- 
ferring at Belmont avenue I might catch 
an earlier local and save a few minutes. 1 
left the train at Belmont avenue. At inter- 
vals of not more than two minutes two more 
Ravenswood trains arrived, both nearly 
empty except for Wilson avenue passengers, 
who left the trains at that point. Several 
minutes later the local which had passed me 
at Randolph street arrived, already 80 
crowded as scarcely to afford standing room 
to those awaiting at Belmont avenue. The 
city government should compel this road to 
rearrange its schedules and give the public 
better service. - 


Trains Are Run Too Slowly. 

Ahother resident of the Wilson avenue dis- 
trict has been timing the trains for a week 
and comparing its assertions made in — 
vertisements with what it actually does. 
road advertises “‘ express service from 
sen avenue to Lake street in eighteen min- 
utes.”” This it never gives: The timing for 
a week shows that twenty-seven minutes is 
the average time.consumed in getting to the 
loop, sometimes more. It takes from thirty- 
eight to forty minutes to go from Wilson ave- 
nue to Madison street, if the passenger just 
misses a train at Wilson avenue, and thirty 
to thirty-two minutes if the train leaves 
as he steps into it. This involves a change 
to the Ravenswood express at Belmont ave- 


nue. 

It has been suggested that the Northwestern 
elevated, in the service it is giving Sheridan 
park, is carrying out a shrewd plan to over- 
come opposition in that district to the sur- 
face extehston of the road north. Opposition 
in Sheridan Park and Argyle Park prevented 
the company from getting what it wants last 
year, and it is gossiped in. Sheridan .Park 
that the recent change in management was 
for the purpose of,a campaign on new lines
